(b) a pharmaceutically acceptable organic solvent which comprises a medium and/or long chain 
fatty acid or a mixture thereof in an amount of from about 40 to about 75 weight % of the 
composition, and ethanol or propylene glycol in an amount of from about 1 to about 15 
weight % of the composition; 

(c) water in an amount of from about 0.4 to about 3.5 weight % of the composition; and 

(d) optionally, a pharmaceutically acceptable surfactant[.]i 

wherein the total of (a), (b), (c), and if present (d), is 100% of the pharmaceutical composition.

8. (currently amended) The composition of Claim 1 wherein the pharmaceutically acceptable 
organic solvent comprises (1) a pharmaceutically acceptable long chain fatty acid in an amount 
of from about 40 to about 75 weight % of the composition; and (2) ethanol or propylene glycol 
in an amount of from about 3 to about 1 2 weight % of the composition ; and (3) water in an 
amount of from about 0. 4 to about 1,5 weight % of the compo s ition . 

9. (currently amended) The composition of Claim 1 wherein the pharmaceutically acceptable 
organic solvent comprises (1) oleic acid in an amount of from about 40 to about 75 weight % of 
the composition; (2) ethanol or propylene glycol in an amount of from about 3 to about 12 
weight % of the composition ; and (3) water in an amount of from about 0. 4 to about 1.5 
weight % of the composition . 

10. (previously presented) The composition of Claim 9 comprising ritonavir or a combination 
of ritonavir and another HIV protease inhibiting compound selected from the group consisting 
of:

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12. (original) The composition of claim 1 wherein the HIV protease inhibiting compound is 
ritonavir or a combination of ritonavir and another protease inhibiting compound. 

13. (original) The composition of claim 12 wherein the solution is encapsulated in a soft elastic 
gelatin capsule (SEC). 

14. (currently amended) The composition of Claim 1 which comprises:

(d) polyoxyl 35 castor oil in an amount of from about 0 to about 20 weight % of 
the composition.

(d) polyoxyl 35 castor oil in an amount of about 6 weight % of the composition. 
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16. (currently amended) The compositon of claim 15 wherein the pharmaceutical composition 
s olution is encapsulated in a soft elastic gelatin capsule (SEC).

(b) a pharmaceutically acceptable organic solvent which comprises (1) oleic acid in an 
amount of about 70 weight % of the composition; and (2) propylene glycol in an amount of 
about 7.5 weight % of the composition;
